that the s ta te cannot tax land allo t­

^lood Indians. 


I he state claim ed the right to tax 
the lands under a law of May 37, I Pos 
which provided that the land of less 
than half blood Indians in Oklahom a 
should be free from re strictio n s as to 
sale and subject to taxation. 
T he court held that the term s of the 
patent to the Indians 
were 
binding 
on the Indians and so its term s, one 
of which exem pted the land from tax­ 
ation, should be binding on tie* gov­ 
ernm ent. The court also held the ex­ 
em ption went with the land when sold 
and was not personal to the Indian. 
I his decision reverses the suprem e 
court of the state, which held in three 
different cases that the land was tax ­ 
able. These decision® were rendered
